Dean  Crawford,  Dean  Pettit,  parents,  friends,  and  fellow  classnnates. 

Tonight  is  a  moment  which  many  of  us  have  waited  for  for  over  two 
years.  I  speak  of  thirty  students  who  came  here  to  Columbia,  not  as  juniors 
but,  as  freshman.  The  experiences  we  have  had  are  unique;  for  we  are  the 
first  class  of  Columbia's  four  year  baccalaureate  program  in  nursing.  I'd  like 
to  speak  a  little  bit  about  these  experiences. 

We  came  to  Columbia  with  many  Ideals  and  expectations  of  our  chosen 
profession.  Most  of  us  had  our  own  conception  of  what  nursing  is. 
However  we  were  straight  out  of  high  school  and  had  still  more  thoughts 
about  college  life.  We  found  ourselves  In  a  sea  of  people  who  all  belonged 
to  something  and  somewhere  and  somehow  we  didn't.  No  one  had  ever 
heard  of  Columbia  School  of  Nursing.  They  wanted  to  know  what  we  were 
doing  taking  courses  at  Barnard  and  the  college.  "Why  do  nurses  go  to 
college  anyway,"  is  what  they  all  said. 

Once  our  existence  did  become  widely  known  we  became  a  novelty.  We 
weren't  Barnard,  Engineering  or  the  college, we  were  something  different. 
But  what  that  difference  was  no  one  was  really  ready  to  say. 

In  the  midst  of  all  this  confusion  we  found  that  many  of  our  Ideas  about 
nursing,  and  about  ourselves,  were  not  only  changing,  but  developing.  We 
began  to  see  nursing  as  a  profession  that  one  should  choose  to  go  into  not 
one  a  person  settles  for  if  he  can't  attain  a  higher  goal.  Our  focus  was  on 
the  patient  as  a  human  being  who  has  emotions  and  sensitivities,  not  on  an 
isolated  disease  or  symptom.  We  saw  that  a  patient  should  be  looked  upon 
as  a  whole  being  composed  of  many  complex  integral  parts.  Our  nursing 
interventions  included  the  psychological,  and  the  familial  as  well  as  the 
physical  aspects  of  the  patient.  We  also  used  these  concepts  in  our 
interactions  outside  the  nursing  sphere. 

While  this  was  happening  inside  of  us,  environmental  factors  were 
occuring  which  affected  us  greatly.  Main  campus  changed  from  a  lonely 
isolated  place  to  home.  We  were  known  as  "The  Nurses"  and  it  was 
understood  that  we  belonged.  Besides  nursing  we  all  had  many  other  fields 
of  interest.  This  became  known  as  we  dispersed  ourselves  into  the  various 
clubs  and  organizations  campus  life  offered.  This  further  added  to  our 
sense  of  belonging. 

With  the  help  of  all  these  elements  there  emerged  in  our  minds  the 
realization  that  we  are  not  only  nursing  students  but  Columbia  students. 
We  aren't  just  nurses,  we  are  individuals  with  a  common  goal  in  life. 

Our  relocation  from  main  campus  to  the  medical  campus  was  not  only 
physical  but  academic.  All  the  theories  and  concepts  which  we  spent  those 
first  semesters  learning  were  finally  going  to  be  put  into  practice.  We  went 
from  a  liberal  arts  program  with  a  small  portion  of  nursing  to  an  intense 
nursing  curriculum  which  included  clinical  experiences.  As  a  result  of  this 
change  we  learned  a  little  bit  about  ourselves  as  people.  Before  our  third 
year  we  had  an  idealized  vision  of  ourselves  as  nurses.  But  as  we  had  actual 
nurse/patient  relationships  we  began  to  realize  that  the  time  for 
idealization  was  over.  Now  was  the  time  for  us  to  use  our  skills  in 
communication,  in  psychology  and  in  pathology  to  the  fullest  extent.  Now 
was  a  time  for  implementation  and  development. 

At  the  same  time  we  also  realized  that  anyone  could  perform  the 
mechanical  skills  that  nursing  entails;  but  it  takes  a  sensitive  human  being 
to  make  a  patient  feel  that  he  is  important,  not  because  he  has  an 
interesting  illness,  but  because  he  is  a  unique  individual.  Nursing,  we 
found,  is  more  than  giving  injections  and  making  tight  beds.  It's  the 
support,  the  understanding  and  the  real  concern  we  have  about  people  who 
happen  to  be  ill.  Nursing  is  caring. 

So  as  we  look  back  on  the  years  behind  us  we  realize  that  we've  learned 
so  much,  and  in  so  little  time,  about  ourselves  as  people  and  about 
nursing.  As  we  look  ahead  we  see  that  we  still  have  a  lot  to  learn.

On  befialf  of  thie  newest  members  of  the  Junior  class,  the  junior  transfer 
students,  I  would  like  to  welcome  you  to  this  dedication  program.  To  all  the 
friends  and  relatives  of  students  here  this  evening  if  we  look  a  little  frazzled 
it's  because  we  just  had  an  examination  on  the  affects  of  stress  and  should 
all  be  studying  for  another  exam  right  now.  In  the  past  five  weeks  we've 
become  experts  on  stress  and  I  can  consensually  validate  all  those  s/s 
right  now.  At  times  we  may  feel  discouraged  with  the  vast  amount  of  words 
that  we  have  been  exposed  to  and  the  seemingly  insignificant  amount  we 
think  we  have  retained,  but  we  have  completed  one  quarter  of  our  program 
here  at  Columbia  and  there  have  been  changes  in  us  even  though  we've 
been  too  busy  to  notice  them.  It  was  only  two  months  ago  that  we 
triumphantly  returned  home  for  vacation  announcing  that  we  were  now  one 
quarter  nurses  -  not  really  wanting  to  mention  which  quarter  we  thought 
that  might  be!  It  seems  so  long  ago  when  we  couldn't  figure  out  how  to 
keep  family  and  community  health  separate  and  how  to  figure  out  which 
class  met  where  and  when.  This  semester  we  were  confronted  with  the  4 
D's  -  determinants,  development,  deviations  I  and  deviations  II  only  to  be 
told  that  contrary  to  what  we  may  have  thought  and  I  quote  "There  are  no 
D's  in  deviations!"  If  you  don't  think  you've  come  a  long  way  think  back  to 
the  first  time  you  put  on  that  uniform  you're  wearing  so  confidently  these 
days  -  unintelligent,  unthinking,  unreasoning,  irrational,  unwise.  Inept, 
inapt,  not  bright,  brainless,  dead  from  the  neck  up?  And  the  continuous 
reassurance  of  the  faculty  that  these  feelings  would  pass  and  that  someday 
when  a  patient  calls  nurse  you  won't  look  behind  you  to  find  out  who  he's 
talking  to.  The  change  is  gradual.  It's  happening  already  -  try  spouting  off  a 
few  of  your  nursing  diagnoses  or  some  of  the  pathophysiology  you've  been 
pulling  your  hair  out  over  and  your  relatives  and  friends  will  stop  what 
they're  doing,  stare  with  awe  and  amazement -and  if  you're  not  fast  enough, 
probably  try  to  wash  your  mouth  out  with  some  soap! 

Seriously,  as  a  group  we  have  been  admonished  by  some,  for  an 
apparent  lack  of  school  spirit  or  unity.  We  are  all  Individuals  who  came 
from  many  varied  educational  backgrounds  and  geographical  settings  and 
yet  in  this  short  time  we  have  distinguished  ourselves  as  a  class  -  one  to  be 
respected  and  reckoned  with.  We  have  shown  an  intense  loyalty  and 
dedication  to  our  studies,  our  clinical  experience  and  our  relationships  with 
others.  This  dedication  will  make  us  not  only  the  best  people  we  can  be  but 
also  the  best  nurses  we  can  be  and  to  this  end  I  believe  our  class  is  off  to  a 
great  start.  I  wish  you  all  luck  and  the  strength  to  persevere  and  maintain 
this  high  level  of  conscientiousness  during  the  remainder  of  our  experience 
here  at  Columbia  and  throughout  our  experiences  as  professional  nurses.
